- GRENADIERS. 
IN FLANDERS 


Flanders was’ the birthplace of 


the Grenadier Guards, and when- 


ever danger threatens it calls to 
them to come, They have fought 
there under all the great com- 
manders, Marlborough, Welling~ 
ton, and Haig, “They first landed at 
Dunkerque in 1658, and it was 
from’ Dunkirk’ that they last saw 
the plains of Flanders in: 1940. ° 


There were four _ battalions: of 
Grenadiers in the British force 
that pushed forward in May of 
this year to the assistance of ‘the 
Dutch, and by May 14 thrze of 
them were hotly engaged. On the 
Dendre on, the 18th they fought 
side by side and disposed speedily 


and skilfully of a strong German. 


patrol that appeared when a corg- 
pany commander was reconnoitr- 
‘ing a forward position. 


A company commander took the 
Bren gun himself, knocked out a 
" German armoured car, and forced 
ihe German cyclists to take cover 
in}a house which was then des- 
froyed by the regimental mortars. 

A few days later the Grenadiers 
earned their first V.C. of this war 
when Lance Corporal Nichols led 
a counter-attack, firing with a 
Bren gun from his hip as he ad- 
vanced, silencing three enemy 
machine-guns and driving back a 
German force that had crossed the 
River Escaut. 

There followed the retreat to 
Dunkirk. The regiment suffered 
ioss among its officers. A battalion 
commander and two company 
commanders were rcconnoitring a 
rearguard . position when they 
came under hot fire. ’ 

The colonel was killed. the 
others wounded. A subaltern of 
the battalion ‘found the survivors 
lying helpless in the main street 
of the town which was raked by 
mach‘ne-gun fire and rifle fire. 
Undcterred he carried to safety 
the body of his dead colonel and 
the two surviving company com- 
manders. 

It was this same young: officer 
who shortly afterwards was de- 
tailed to ascertain the exact posi- 
tion when his battalion came un- 
expectedly under fire as they ren 
tired. 

He took with him the Bren- 
carr.sy platoon, he rallied “the 
troups on the spot, and led baci 
_ the force in a determined coun- 

ter-attack and secured the line af 
retreat to the sea. 

The Grenadiers will have the 
inspiration of ‘episodes such as 
these when next they come into 
action, When next they fight in 
Flanders.

Now that the Army, according to 
the Secretary for War, Mr, Eden, 
is drafting in men at the rate of 
7.000 a day, it may be assumed

duled for eventual service with 
the Navy or the R.A.F,

BAUXITE | 


Lord Beaverbrook’s .ap- 
peal for aluminium scrap 
is a direct. result of the 
capitulation _o£f France, 
the world’s largest single 
producer of bauxite, the 
raw material of alumin- 


ium. 

In 1938 France produced 17% 
per cent. of the world’s total and 
this, added to the 25 per cent. al- 
ready produced by Italy, Germany 
and Hungary, gives the Axis Pow- 
ers control of more than 4242 per 
nae of the world’s alum‘nium 
cla 

Since Jugoslavia’s 10 per cent. 
output must also now be regarded 
as at their disposal, the Axis Pow- 
ers may be said to control half the 
world’s supply. 

The only important Empire: pro- 
ducer of bauxite is Brit'sh Guiana, 
with 9. per cent.; but the Dutch 
Empire produces 16 per cent., so 
that about one Quarter of the 
world’s output is under Allied 
control. India and British Malaya 
are also beginning ta produce 
small amounts, and there are un- 
worked deposits in Nyasaland, 
Sierra Leone and the Gold Coast, ° 

“ The domestic productlon of

JAPAN DROPS

After rising steadily for 18 
months the cost of living in Ja- 
pan dropped 1.9 per cent in. 
September, the Cabinet statistics 
bureau in Tokyo announces.

“An expensive mistake” 

the Admiralty, which cost the 
ation more than £322,000, is 
criticised in the second. report of 
the Committee of Public Ac-, 
counts. ' 
. The ‘mistake refers to the train- 
ing ship H.M.S. Caledonia, for- 
merly the liner Majestic, 64,000 
tons. When the vessel was bought 
by the Admiralty the cost’ of 
conversion to a training ship was 
estimated at £150,000; The ac- 
tual cost turned out to be 
£472,056, 

. The Admiralty thought she 
would be good for 10 years, but 
last year she was seriously dam- 
aged by fire. One reason for the 
decision to make no further use 
of her ag a_ training establish- 
ment was that her size made her 
a very vulnerable target. 

It is also discovered in the 
committee’s report that, after 
four years of investigation into 
overhead and other charges, nego- 
tiations between “an important 
armament firm and the Director 
of Navy Contracts have now 
reached the stage of fixing the 
rate of profit.” 

The committee says it “cannot 
think that prolonged uncertainty 
as to prices tends to efficiency 
and economy either in produc- 
tion or administration.”

On a heart lead South was pen- 
alised 800 points. ‘The sender con- 
siders the N.-S, hands an exposure 
of the losing count on the ground 
that “South has ‘five losers and 
!'North ‘seven losers, so that ‘a small 
slam should be assured.” ° 


The first feature of the hand is 
an unusual form of that old bug- 
ear “duplication of values’: 
South recltons on ruffing a couple 
of clubs, and North reckons on 
making the very same_ pair of 
tricks with his A, K! The second 
feature is an unusual Jack of 
cross-communications, considering 
how strong the N.-S, hands are; 
poor South was quite unable to get 
at North’s clubs.

_ GRENADIERS 
IN FLANDERS: 


Flanders was the birthplace of 
the Grenadier Guards, and when- 
ever danger thre. atens it cajlsto 
them to come. They have fought 
there under all the great com- 
manders, Marlborough, Welling- 
ion, dnd Haig. They first landed at 
Dunkerque in 1658, and it was 
from Dunkirk that they last suw 
ihe plains of Flanders in 1940. 


There were four‘ battalions of 
Grenadiers in the British force 
that pushed forward in May of 
this year to the assistance of the 
Dutch, and by May 14 three of 
them were hotly engaged. On the 
Dendre on the 18th they fought 
side by side and disposed speed'ly 
and skilfully of a strong German 
patrol that appeared when a com- 
pany commander was. reconnoitr- 
ing a forward position. 


A company commander took the 
Bren gun himself, knocked out a 
German armoured car, and forced 
the Garman cyclists to take cover 
in a house which was then des- 


troyed by the regimertal mortars., 


A few days later the Grenadiecs 
earned their first V.C. of this war 
when Lance Corporal Nichols kd 
a counter-attack, firing with a 
Bren gun from his hip as he ad- 
vanced, silencing three enemy 
machine-guns and driving back u 
German force that had crossed the 
River Escaut. 

There followed the retreat to 
Dunkirk. The regiment” suffered 
loss among its officers. A battalion 
commander and two company 
commanders were roconnoitring a 
rearguard position when they 
came under hot fire. 

The colonel was killed, the 
_others wounded. A subaltern of 
' the battalion found the survivors 
lying helpless in the main street 
of the town which was vaked by 
machine-gun fire and rifle fire. 
Undeterred he carried to safety 
the body of his dead colone] and 
the two surviving company cam- 
Manders. 

It was’ this same young officer 
who shortly afterwards was de- 
tailed to ascertain the exact posi- 
tion when his battalion came un- 
expectedly under fire as they re- 
tired. < 

He took with him the 
earrioy platoon, he rallied the 
Fae on the spot. aid Jed yack 
the force in a determined cotin- 
ter-attack and secured the line of 
retreat to the sea, ,

|\SHOT GIRL 


THE STORY OF A YOUTH’S 
LOVE FOR A SCHOOLGIRL 
WHOM HE SHOT BEFORE TAK. 
ING HIS OWN LIFE WAS TOLD 
AT A CHELMSFORD YESTER-

The couple, John Cott's, 19, a 
cawman, and Ann Muirhead, 14, a 
pupil at Chelmsford High School 
for girls, were. found shot dead 
through the head in a_ field at 
Woodham Ferrers, ‘the village 
where they lived and where Cottis 
worked. Near Cottis’s body was 
a sporting gun, 

’ The coroner found that Cottis 
had murdered the girl and com- 
mitted suicide. Muirhead was the 
daughter of the village postmaster, 
The girl's father said the 
couple had been friendly about 
six months. His daughter had 
told her mother she was rather 
fond of Cottis, but was not go- 
ing out any more with him. - 

Det.-Sgt. Stanley, said he found 
a note in Cottis’s handwriting stat- 
ing, “I loved Ann” with all my 
heart. She hag taken to soldiers 
and that is where I take steps be- 
fore there is trouble. I feel sorry

As far as possible the stu- 
dies were performed under nor- 
mal conditions, with the excep- 
tiun that they were not permitted 
to smoke during. the tests. These 


tests showed that the sugar con- |. 


tent in their blood reached 


the sugar level was on the decline, 
and from the 11th to the 15th it 
was so low that the men might 
not have had their lunch, the sur- 
vey showed, 


Sugar, according to,Dr. Michuel, 


which is quickly absorbed, creates | 


energy, which instead.of being 
stored up as some other elements 
are, is quickly expended and 
needs constant replenishing when 
more than the usual amount of 
energy is being called upon. 

It is suggested that candy. or 
sugar be taken after the seventh 
hole, which will relieve fatigue, 
create new energy and rounds into 
form both muscles and nerves: for

GRENADIERS |
